Evey Strategic Point in King-. 
dom Will be Uccupiea 


Japan Has 300,000 Men Under 
Arms, and It Is Believed That 
Biow Will Soon Be Dealt 
to the Russian Land 
Forces in Manchuria. 


Washington, February 1|5.—Information 
has reached here that nearly 20,000 Jap- 
anese troops were landed at Chemulpo 
yesterday, the first division of a large 
number which wil] be thrown into Korea 
as rapidly as possible in the effort thor- 
cughly to occupy the strategic points in 
the Hermit kingdom, while the Russian 
fleet is bottled up in Port Arthur. By 
one conversant with the Japanese plans 
it is stated that the repeated attacks On 
Port Arthur are not for the purpose of 
seizing tlat place at present, unless an 
unexpected weakness in the fortifications 
there should develop. They are part of 
a well defined plan for the harassing of 
the Russian fleet until Korea can be occu- 
pied. The bottling up of the fleet there 
enables the landing of troops On Korea 
without the convoy of a large number of 
warships. The reports of disorder in va- 
tious parts of Korea hastened the opera- 
tions of the Japanese, that they might 
obtain possersion before anarchy became 
prevalent and foreign interests menaced 
in consequence. 

The taking of Port Arthur will form 
the second number of the war programme, 
First, however, it is learned that the 
Japanese propose to cut the lines of com- 
munication well up on the railroad run- 
ing from New Chwang to Port Arthur. It 
is expected a large Japanese force will 
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land at New Chwang shortly for this pur- 
pose et oS

at Port Arthur. It is said that our gov- 
ernment requested permission of both 
Russia and Japan to place an American 
nava! officer with each of the fleet not ag 
a combatant, but simply ‘in the capacity 
of an observer. While neither power re.- 
fused the request outright, still they 
did not accede. 

The war department is having equally 
bad luck fn trying to place American mil- 
itary observers with the land farces of 
Russia and Japan. Bight officers were se- 
lected for this duty and requests were 
made that they be permitted to accompa- 
ny the forces in the field, but a favorable 
response has not yet deen received, and it 
is feared that it will not be. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
called upon Secretary Hay today and 
said he understood that the reported de- 
tention of about !00 Japanese subjects 
in Port Arthur was under discussion. 
There seems to be lack of positive infor- 
mation on this subject and unti] the facts 
are known the state department is in- 
clined to go slow in making representa- 
tions to Russia. It is bound to do So, 
however, if Japan formally requests it, 
as the department has undertaken to rep- 
resent Japan so far as the i:terests of 
Japanese subjects in Russia are oon- 
cerned.

then in attendance. They did not conceal 
the fact that life was about to ebb and 
al] members of the family were sent for. 
Mrs. McCormick, one of the _ senetor’s 
daughters, and Miss Phelps were present 
when this was done, Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Hanna were the first to arrive and they 
withdrew immediately to the chamber of 
}the senator's wife to summon her to the 
bedside. It was while they were absent 
the senator breathed his last. In the 
meantime Mr. McCormick, Mr. and Mrs. 
Parsons and H. M. Hanna had entered 
the room. Mr. Dover stood in the door. 

There were no distressing incidents at- 
tending the last moments. It was a sink- 
dng spell which terminated in ten min- 
utes. Just after his eyes closed in death 
Mrs. Hanna was able to come into the 
toom. She bore up’ well under the terri- 
ble ordeal and tonight is showing calm- 
ness and bravery. 

The courage which has been displayed 
by Mrs. Hanna was the subject of the 
greatest surprise. She had been in almost 
constant attendarge on h¢r husband, 
though realizing fully there was no hope 
for recovery. Nevertheless, the remon- 
Strance of the physicians and the added 
implorings of her children that she take 
s0me rest were unavailing until late in 
the afternoon -when she was attacked by 
h violent headache. She was given a nar- 
cotic and then she retired to her chamber 
but insisted that a call be sent as soon 
as there appeared to be any change for 
the worst. 


Conscious Only at Intervals. 

For the last two days Senator Hanna 
had not been conscious except at inter- 
vals and then only to obey mechanically 
some instruttiong given him by the phy- 
sicians. Fourteen hours before the end 
was announced life had been practically 
suspended, the flickering spark being kept 
aglow by the most powerful scientific 
agencies. Five minutes before death came 
General Charles F. Dick came from tho 
bedside with the announcement, “he is 
worse and has only a few minutes at the 
most.” That statement immediately pre- 
faced the last official bulletin, which was: 

“Senator Hanna sgnk gradually during 
the afternoon, and died quietly at 6:40 
o'clock.’”’ 

Mr. Dover, the senator's secretary, read 
the bulletin to newspaper men who were 
waiting. Word went over the hotel like 
a flash. The lobby was crowded, and a 
Score of friends were waiting in Mr. 
Dover’s room. Though it was known five 
minutes before that the senator had 
breathed his last, the effect upon his 
friends was almost that of a sudden 
shock. No attempts were made to re- 
strain grief. Senators Fairbanks, Scott 


and Kittredge broke down. They stayed 
; at the hotel the entire day, and knew 
| there was no hope, but that proved no 
guard against the tears which sprang un- 
bidden to their eyes and ran down their 
cheeks. 

General Dick wept his sorrow at the 
loss of a friend who had been a brother. 
Hig associations with Senator Hanna 
were born in politics, but became bonds 
firm as though bred in the blood. None 
knew Senator Hanna well but to admire 
him, and the slender step from admira- 
tion to love was crossed in the dayg of 
anxiety which attended the senator's ilj- 
nese. So it was that conversations were 
a curious admixture of whispers and 
choked sobs. 

Funeral in Senate Chamber. 

Friends at once took charge of the fu- 
neral arrangements. Services’ will be 
held in the senate chamber at noon Wed- 
nesday, at which the president. cabinet, 
congress, public officials and friends witli 
be present. For a brief periog in the 
forenoon the remains will] lie in state in 
the marble room. After the services ape- 
cial trains over the Pennsylvania rail- 
road will carry the remains, the family 
and friends to Cl nd, where services

Senators and representa- 
tives visited the hotel throughout the 
evening and many of the dead man's 
most intimate friends were admitted to 
the Geath chamber. Postmaster General 
Payne sent word to President Roosevelt 
and he expressed deep sorrow at the 
fatal termination of the illness. 

Last Words Pathetic. 

The last intelligible words spoken by 
Senator Hanna were pathetic in his at- 
tempt to maintain to the last the humor 
which was characteristic of his life. On 
yesterday morning he moved his head 
slightly and his eyes rolled a little to the 
right and then to the left. The nurse 
in close attendance anticipated his want, 
and bending to the patient's ear, asked 
if he was looking for his handkerchief. 

‘Tt think my wife has my handker- 
chief,’’ the senator whispered. 

Members of the family, eager for any 
sign of consciousness or recognition which 
the senator might display were told of 
the remark and they at once recognized 
it as one of his fayorite rejoinders in good 
natured plagueing in which Mr. and Mrs.

Shortly before 6 o’clock word came from 
the sick room that the sick man was 
“simply wasting away.’’ At 6:30 o'clock 
there was a severe sinking spell. Dr. 
Osler realized that dissolution was at 
hand and he hurriediy summoned the 
family. ‘‘The end is very near,” he said 
te them. 

Sorrowfully they passed into the cham- 
ber just before life flickered out. Argund 
the bedside were ranged Mr. and Mrs.

Messages of Condolence. 

Gathered in the office room where Sena- 
tor Hanna so often had océupied a desk 
dictating campaign correspondence, at 
this time were Postmaster General Payne, 
who is also associated with Mr. Hanna 
as vice chairman of the national republi- 
can committ¢e; Governor Herrick, jf 
Ohio, and Representative Charles F. Dick, 
of Ohio, andga host of others associated 
with Mr. Hanna politically and persona]- 
ly. When the death was announced to 
them there was a moment of absolute si- 
lence. “It is a great loss,’’ murmured 
General Dick. Then Postmaster Genera] 
Payne rang the telephone and the white 
house responding to his call he said: 
“Senator Hanna has just passed away,” 
thus conveying the news to President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 

A large number of messages were sent 
out by the Hanna family and by Govern- 
or Herrick announcing the death 
Throughout the evening there was a 
steady stream of callers and messages of 
condolence, Secretary Cortelyou, Speak- 
er Cannon, Senator Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, and John R. McLean, of Ohio, be- 
ing among the earliest of those personal- 
ly to offer their regrets. : 

President -Reosevelt called at the Ar- 
lington hotel tonight personally to express 
his condolences ta the members of the 
late Senator Hanna's family. He saw 
Mrs. Hanna, H. M. Hanna, the senator's 
brother, and Dan R. Hanna, his son, and 
remained with them for some time. 

The president walked to the hotel unat- 
tended and spent some time with Post- 
master Gengral Payne, who also lives at 
the Arlington, both before and after his 
visit to the Hanna family. He returned 
to the white house after 10 o'clock ac- 
companied by Senator Spooner, 

Some conideration had been given by 


.the president and several members of the 


cabinet to the question of accompanying 


ment of the late senator's remains in 
Ohio.

Sketch of Deceased Senator. 

Marcus Alonzo Hanna, American manu- 
facturer and politician, was born at Lis- 
bon, Columbiana county, Onio, of Scotch- 
Irish parentage. In 1852 his father re- 
moved to Cleveland, Onio, where he es- 
tablished himself in a wholesale grocery 
business that soon became one of the 
most extensive in northern Ohio. 

Young Hanna was educated the 
Cleveland public schools, and began 4 
course at Western Reserve university, 
which was interrupted 1857 by the 
failing health of his father, His tather 
died in 1862, and he conducted the busi- 
ness with success ontil 1867, when he 
formed a partnership with his father in 
law, Daniel P. Rhodes. The firm of 
Rhodes & Co. dealt in coal, iron ore and 
pig iron, and under the management or 
the junior partner its scope Was extend- 
ed so that in a few years its property in- 
cluded coal and iron mines, and a line of 
lake steamships, constructed in its Own 
ship yards. 

In 1877 the firm name was changed to 
M. A. Hanna & Co., and Hanna became 
the controlling partner, but his activities 
required new fields, and he became inter- 
ested in theatrical enterprises, the Cleve- 
land street railway, banking and rail- 
roading. At length he turned his atten- 
tion to politics, gradually extending his 
influence frofm nis ward to city, state and 
finally national politics. In 1880 he was 
an active republican worker in Cleveland; 
in 1884 he was a delegate to the republi- 
can national convention, and in 1888 he 
was again a delegate to that body, and 
this time made himself Known 4&s one of 
the managers of John Sherman in his 
Tanvass for the nomination 

In 1896 he suddenly acquired national 
prominence by the part he took in se- 
curing the nomination of Willlam Me- 
Kinley for the presidency at the republi- 
can national convention at St. Louis. Im- 
mediately after the convention he became 
chairman of the republican national com- 
mittee, and, conducting the campaign on 
the vame principles that had won him 
Success in the business world secured the 
election of McKinley by a large popular 
plurality. In March, 1897, Governor Bush- 
nell appointed him United States senator 
to succeed John Sherman, who had re- 
signed to become secretary of state in 
President McKinley's cabinet. In the fol- 
lowing year he was elected by the state 
legislature for the full term of six years. 
In the senate he did not take a prominent 
part either as a debator or a legislator; 
but up to the death of President McKin- 
ley he was recognized as one of the most 
influential advisers of the administration. 
He actively interested himself in the 
problem of relatton between capital and 
labor, and upon the organization of the 
“Mdtional Civic Federation was made its 
president. In December. 1901, he became 
a Member of @ permanent board appoint- 
ed to settle labor disputes.

Shafroth, of Colorado, Voluntarily 
Relinquishes fis Seat as 
Member of House 


HAST CASE OF THE KIND 
UN RECORD IN HOUSE 


Earnest. and Manly Words of Shaf- 
roth in Resigning His Seat 
Caused His Colleagues To 
Applaud—Facts in the 
Case. 


Washington, February 18.—In_ volun- 
tarily relinquishing his seat as a mem- 
ber of the house of representatives, Mr. 
Shafroth, of the first district of Colorado, 
furnished a profound sensation during 
the forty minutes’ session today. The 
manly and earnest words of the Colorado 
member fatrly took the breath of the 
house as he proceeded to put the first 
case on record in that body where a mem- 
ber gave up his seat, acknowledging that 
his election had been tainted by fraud. 


For this fraud, Mr. Shafroth declared, he 
was not in any way responsible, nor was 
he aware that it had been perpetraced 
until the evidence had been advanced be- 
fore the elections committee of the house. 
was not done, tre said further, for 
the purpose of causing his election. 
Fraud in Many Precincts. 

Mr. Shafroth in his statement to the 
house said that investigation showed 
fraud in twenty-nine precincts. He did 
not believe the number of illegal votes 
was in excess of his plurality, but said 
the tainted polls gave him a greater plu- 
rality than returned. The law was thai 
when a poll is tajnted by fraud and it ‘s 
impossible to purge the poll of the fraudu- 
lent votes the vote of the entire pre- 
cinct must be thrown out. Mr. Shaf- 
roth said his inspection of the ballots con- 
vinced him it was impossible to separate 
the illegal vote, and if he were a judge 
on the bench he would be compelled to 
tind against himself.

No witnesses except the im- 
medite members of the family were pres- 
ent, and they all say the son was not at 
fault. 

Mr. Dyes was about fifty-eight years 
old. and bore the reputation of being a 
quiet, peaceable citizen. He was born 
and reared in this community, and had 
never been in any serious difficulty prior 
to this time. He leaves a wife and six

Former Atantan Leads Stren- 
uous tife in the West 


His Efforts To Find Security from 
Legal Troubles.and Worry in 
Mexico Are Frustrated by 
Wily Attorneys and 
Woolly Rangers.

' Charles F.. better known as 
Dodge, is just now leading a strenuous 
life. The events crowded into the past 
few days of his life would make the ordi- 
nary melodrama 100k jike ‘‘thirty cents.” 

The chartering of a tug to flee to Mex- 
ico, the frustration of that plan by agents 
of New York officials, a ride across the 
prarie in a stage, and the sudden appear- 
ance of picturesque Texas rangers, ho 
capture the ilifated ‘‘Pop'’—these are 
sOme of the situations on which the plot 
hinges and the scene of the story is the 
borderland of Texas. 

To begin with, ‘‘Pop’’ 
rested at Houston, Tex., some time ago 
On a charge of perjury, preferred by 
New York parties and growing out of the 
now famous Dodge matrimonial tangie. 
Confienement was against the grain of 
Dodge, however, and he procured bond 
in the sym of $10,000, whereupon he was 
released, 

But the bond was only temporary. It 
did not insure future liberty, so ‘‘Pop,’’ it 
is said, took counsel with himself and de- 
cided to trave] in Mexico, where neither 
the writs nor officials of New York or 
Texas run, or if they do run it is in a 
harmless sort of way. 

The journey to Mexico was to have 
bé€n accomplished by means of a tug, 
which Dodge, at a stiff price, chartered 
to carry him and a few tried and trusty 
friends to the Mexican side of the Rio 
Grande. But there was an obstacle in 
the way of the consummation of this 
plan. The obstable was Attorney Parker, 
of Houston, representing District Attor- 
ney Jerome, of New York, and Mr. Par 
ker nipped things in the bud by con- 
vincing captain of the tug that he 
would be arrested if he landed the party 
on the Mexican side of the river.

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CORONER'S JURY 
LHARUES HUNT 


Verdict in Fontaine Killing at 


Muscogee Club, Columbus, 


No Warrants Will Be Sworn Out 
Until the Grand Jury Has Acted 
on the Matter—Many Wit- 
nesses Testify at the 
Inguest. 


———— 


Columbus, Ga., February |16.—(Special.} 
At the conclusion of the inquest into 
the death of George H. Fontaine at the 
Muscogee Club last Wednesday morning, 
the coroner’s jury this afternoon brought 
in the following verdict: 

“We, the jurors aforesaid, do upon ovr 
oaths say that George H. Fontatve, late 
of said county aforesaid, came to his 
death from a pistol shot, ihe weapon be- 
ing in the hands of (Charles D. Hunt, 
who was firing at Thomas Wil.ifams, on 
Wednesday morning. February !vu, 1904.’ 


How Difficulty Arose. 

Thomas A. Willams, who wag en- 
gaged in a. difficulty with Charles D. 
Hunt at the time of the killing, was 
placed on the stand this afternoon. He 
said, in substance, that while the three 
gentlemen were sitting In the card room 
a difficulty between him and Mr. Hunt 
arose; tnat Mr, Hunt began firing at 
him, and in all at least four shots were 
fired, one being fired in the room and 
three in the hallway: that after the 
shooting he (Williams) was so excited 
and preoccupied that he did not notice 
Mr. Fontaine any more: that the firs 
he knew of his death was when he 
heard Mr. Hunt say, twice, 
dead."’ He then went out into the hall- 
way and saw Mr. Fontaine's body lying 
there. 

The coroner asked the direct question: 
“Did you shoot him?’’ 


Only One Pistol in Crowd. 

““T did not,”’ answered Mr. Williams. He 
went on to say that he had no pistol; 
that the only one of the three having a 
pistol, so far as he knew, was Mr. Hunt. 
He said that Mr. Fontaine did not par- 
ticipate in the difficulty. So far as he 
knew, the three men were the only per- 
sons in the club at the time. Mr. Wil- 
liams stated that never at any time 
during the difficulty did he (Williams) 
have hold of the pistol. He said that 
the only weapon he had on his person 
at the time was a smal) knife, in a 
chamois skin jin his pocket. 

Was Killed Accidentally. 

Dr. W. W. Stewart was examined as 
to the character of Mr. Fontaine's 
wound, and said that it entered the up- 
per portion of the chest wall,. ranged 
downward, and must have passed through 
the heart. He was called to the club 
immediately after the killing. He is a 
first cousin of Mr. Fontaine. He express- 
ed the opinion that the killing of Mr. 
Fontaine was purely accidental, saying 
that he never had the slightest suspicion 
that either of the gentlemen intentionally 
killed him. 


No Warrants Sworn Out. 

After the verdict of the jury was ren- 
dered, Coroner Ciements said he would 
not swear out any warrant or take any 
other action in the case, ag the grand 
jury would meet Wednesday, and he did 
not think it necessary for him to take 
any other steps, pending the grand jury 
investigation. 

The witnesses in the case have been 
summoned to go before the grand jury 
Wednesday.

FLEMING ASKS FAIR PLAY 
FOR THE GEORGIA PEACH 


x 


Washington, February 15.—(Special.)— 
Incident to a strong argument before the 
commission for 
fairer treatment by the railroads of the 
peach growers of Georgia, ex-Congress- 
man W. H. Fleming, of Augusta, greatly 
interested the commission and attendant 
attorneys by the eloquent tribute he paid 
the Georgia peadh. Colone] Fleming had 
presented a strong legal argument, back- 
ed by a careful array of facts, in favor 
of the prayer for relief instituted in be- 
half of his cHentsy when he was met by 
the contention of the attorneys repre- 
senting the railroads that he was asking 
at the hands of the railroads greater 
consideration than was extended the 
peach growers of California and some 
other parts of the ceuntry. Why, they 
asked, should the railroads make dif- 
ferent regulations for hte ~ southern 
peaches than were made for those grown 
elsewhere? If, they said, not so many 
tiers of crates of Georgia peaches could 
be packed in a car without the top tier 
rotting, then there. must be something 
the matter with the Georgia variety. 


Due to Superior Quality. 

Colone] Fleming contended that this 
was entirely due to the superior quality, 
the exqu@ite daintiness, of the Georgia 
peach. Said he: 

‘In form and coloring it is more at- 
tractive than the apple that tempted Eve 
in the Garden of Eden. 

“In fragrance it Is more delightful than 
the rose that grew in the vale of Cash- 
mere. 

“If you touch it, it is more velvety than 
the cheek of innocent maidenhood. 

“When you tasteit, you imagine you are 
feasting on the nectar of the ancient 
gods. 

“And if by any means its pent-up soul 
could find vocal expression, it would 
make in our ears sweeter harmonies than 
Orpheus when, as we are told, the bears 
and the spotted lynxes came down from 
th emountain and danced to the music 
of Nis flute.”’ 

Judge Baxter, who appeared as one of 
the attorneys for the railroads, suggest- 
ed in response to this eloquent tribute, 
that if al] this were true, the superior 
quality of the Georgia peach is such that 
it would command its own price in the 
markets of Boston and New England and

the growers would be amply able to pay 
any freight rate that the roads might 
charge. Colonel Fleming retorted that he 
had no doubt this would result in-time, 
but what is needed now is the oppor- 
tunity to educate the New Englanders to 
a realization of the undoubted facts. This 
is what the Georgfa growers are seek- 
ing. Then Mr. Farnham, attorney for the 
New York and New Haven railroad, 
whose exhorbitant charges from New 


York to Boston were under fire, suggest- 
ed that the best way to accomplish the 


desired 6nd was for the eloquent Geor- 
gian to be given the opportunity to pre- 
sent the particular virtues of the luscious 
product of his state, for which purpose 
he would guarantee to secure for him 
Faneuil hall at any time that it would 
suit his convenience to deliver an ad- 
dress on the subject. 
What Peach Growers Ask. 

All this, however, was, as I have said, 
a mere incident to the legal argument 
upon which Colonel Pleming based his 
prayer for relief. What the Georgia 
peach growers seek to gecure is: 

First, A’ reduction in the requirements 
of the minimum car load. The present 
requirements call for more than four 
tiers of crates being loaded in each car, 
whereas experience has demonstrated 
that when more than four tiers are load- 
ed in a car, the fifth tier of crates rots 
and spreads its injury to the peaches be- 
low. 

Second. A reduction of the _ rates 
charged by the eastern lines so as to 
bring these to the general level of charges 
by the western lines, as for instance from 
Macon to Chicago. 

Third. A reduction of the arbitrary 
charge of $80 a car from New York to 
Boston, which is declared to be exhorbi- 
tant. 

The arguments for and against these 
charges were gone into at much length 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. It is impossible to say what will be 
the result, but Colonel Fleming is very 
hopeful that the justice of his contentions 
will be realized by the commission and if 
all the relief asked for is not granted 
there will at least be a betterment in 
the existing conditions which make it so 
difficult for the Georgia growers to reach 
the eastern markets with any profit to 
themselves.

Prices Fell in New Orleans Over One 
Hundred Points—Short Selling 
Very Heavy, and Bull Sup- 
port Not Strong Enough 
To Counteract. 


New Orleans, February 1!5.—While the 


| mardi gras festivities interfered some 


what with business the day’s session, in 
the cotton market was exciting enough 
for even the old timers, The principal 
feature of the day, the rumor that Mark 
Hanna was dead, was adverse and caused 
heavy selling. Selling orders came al- 
most wholly from commission and private 
Wire houses and caused @ net decline for 
the day of 108 and 109 points. 

The market opened quiet and steady. 
Prominent bulls gave support during the 
morning and this caused prices to re- 
main steadily around the level Of Sat- 
urday’s close. Short selling became 
heavier and heavier as the day advanced 
and the support of the bulls was not 
strong enough to counteract it. During 
the noon hour prices commenced to take 
a swift downward course, which was 
maintained with one or two interruptions 
unti Ithe close. It was a one-sided mar- 
ket. 

I@ is now generally stated that there 
is a heavy, not to say, enormous short 
interest in the market made up of out- 
side speculators. This fact is already 
giving some brokers uneasiness, while 
others are perfectly willing to execnte 
orders for short .account, as they see 
nothing but lower prices. There is un- 
doubtedly a strong bearish sentiment 
growing, but it can scarcely be sadd to 
be fed on legitimate features. Several 
conservative brokers today, while talking 
on the floor of the cotton exchange, said 
that bullish features are being persist- 
ently twisted until they have a bearish 
import. Predictions are made every day 
that some startling bull feature will de- 
velop: that will put the short side on 
the run with disastrous results. While 
there are more sellers in the ,marKet 
than buyers, a strong spot demand or 
some other equally bullish feature may 
turn up which will cause a reversal of 
conditions. 

Miany brokers confidently predicted that 
when shorts start to cover they will 


| find but few sellers which will result in 


their forcing prices up on themselves to 
the highest levels of the season. This 
Was jllustrated to a small extept today 
in one of the lulls in the declif™ Fora 
few minutes short Sellers were scarce 
and several buydng orders amounting to 
only a few hundred bales made their 
appearance. Before one of them could 
be executed at the crowded ring prices 
had been forced up 19 points, point by 
point. Of course, it goes without saying 
that at these low levels there are no 
offerings from longs; all offerings must 
come from short sellers. At the height 
Of fe buying fever, which resembled the 
present selling fever, conditions were 
exactly the opposite, all offerings came 
from the ™hgs, ffiere being almost no 
short sellers in the market. 

The market closed steady and rather 
quiet. Tomorrow is a holiday in the lo- 
cal market and this fact restricted oper- 
ations to s@me extent. The census bu- 
redu report on weights of cotton bales 
did not attract much attention, although 
it was construed bullishly.

The development of the two immense 
water powers on Alcova river in the 
gouthern part of this county, is now 
practically assured. 

A company was organized for that 
purpose here last week, composed of lo- 
ca] capitalists. Stock to the amount of 
$30.000 has already been subscribed. 
This sum _ will be considerably in- 
creased before a charter is applied for. 
N. S&S Turner, W. C. Clark and C. H. 
White, owners of the two falls, are the 
principal stockholders of the company. 

The capacity of the shoals is said to be 
14,000-horse power and tthe company 
proposes to supply power for lighting 
the city of Covington, at a cost of sever- 
al thousand dollars less than it costs the 
city at present to operate its own plant. 
They expect also to furnish the power 
for operating the Covington and Oxford 
street railway, besides a number of man.- 
ufacturing enterprises.

Major Schmidt ig the senior officer in 
the Georgia cadet corps, and is an ex- 
perienced military man, He was former- 
ly connected with the Fifth Georgia regi- 
ment of infantry, state troops; but for 
the past two years has been commandant 
of the Marist college cadet corps. His 
first military experience was with the 
Gordon institute cadet corps, and he lat- 
er became an officer in the Gate City 
Guard.

What the War Is About. 
We have received severa) communi- 


cations from various sources asking 
us what the’ war in the east is all 
about. The impression seems to be 
that if the various powers, including 
Russia, incline favorably to .the idea. 
of preserving the neutrality and in- 
tegrity of Chinese territory, there can 
be no real reason for the war that 
has just begun. 

The cause of the war, however, 
dates back to the conflict between 
China and Japan, in which the last 
named power was the victor. In the 
treaty of peace that followed the war 
China ceded to the Japanese consider- 
able territory, including Port Arthur. 
No sooner was this cession made pub- 
lic than three great powers, Russia, 
Germany and France, entered pro- 
tests. They demanded that the in- 
tegrity of Chinese territory should be 
preserved, and they were so earnest 
in these demands that Japan thought 
it best to forego the fruits of the vic 
tory she had won. Hence she gave 
up Port Arthur and the contiguous 
territory. 

But as soon as she had withdrawn 
from Port Arthur Russia came in and 
took her seat, and forthwith Port 
Arthur became a Russian port of en- 
try, a Russian naval station, and a 
terminus of the Siberian railway. Im- 
mediately Russia began to occupy the 
Chinese ‘erritory of Manchuria, and 
she has maintained that occupation 
from that day to this—has maintained 
it in the face of the protests of other 
powers and in spite of treaty stipula- 
tions to the contrary. She was al- 
ways departing on paper, but some- 
thing or other invariably interfered 
with her departure, and today she has 
a firmer hold on Manchurian territory 
than China herself. 

The negotiations between Japan 
and Russia were confined entirely to 
questions concerning the occupation 
of Manchuria and Korea, and the man- 
ner in which they have been carried 
on by Russia shows beyond al) ques- 
tion that Russia considers her occu- 
pation of Manchuria as a finality. 
The delays that have taken place in 
the negotiations were simply the re- 
sult of her desire for more time in 
which to convey troops to the scene. 
1. has been left for Japan to uncover 
and expose Russia’s real intentions 
with respect to China, and the prob- 
ability is that Japan*has not consti- 
tuted herself the mouthpiece and 
spokesman of England and the United 
States without a clear understanding 
of the part she was to play in the 
business of pushing Russia out. 


As far back as 1902, when Russia 
endeavored to extort from China cer- 
tain special privileges, the American 
secretary of state, Mr. Hay, declared 
that “such a concession on China's 
part would undoubtedly be followed by 
demands from other powers for sim- 
ilar equally extensive advantages 
elsewhere in the Chinese empire, and 
the inevitable result must be the 
complete wreck of the policy of abso- 
lute equality of treatment to all na- 
tions,” In fine, as a recent.

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The Rural Carrier’s Salary. 


From Washington it is reported that 
in all likelihood congress will consent 
to increase the salary of the rural free 
delivery carrier from $600 to $720 a 
year. As we understand it, what the 
carriers desired and formally asked 
for Was an increase of salary condi- 
tioned upon length of service, the re- 
muneration to be $600 for the first 
year, $720 for the second, and there-

The rural carriers are organized 
and the president of the National Ru- 
ral Letter Carriers’ Association has 
stated the position of his associates in 
a strong public statement intended to 
show the justice of their plea for in- 
creased salary. It must be admitted 
tnat President Cunnipgham succeeds 
in this. Fully one-fourth of the rural 
carriers were compelled to resign last 
year because they could not afford to 
furnish ther own horse, vehicle and 
other necessary equipment, and make 
a thirty-mile drive in all kinds of 
weather, for $50 a month. Since the 
work is exacting as to detail as well 
as laborious, and demands long hours, 
it should manifestly command a bet- 
ter remuneration. Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow has late. 
ly recommended that the rural carrier 
be prohibited from conducting any 
kind of business “on the side,” thus 
preventing, if the recommendation 
prevails, him from increasing his pet- 
ty income otherwise. 

Those who are inclined to oppose 
rural free delivery for economic rea- 
sons are fond of predicting that at the 


present rate of increase of ee 
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taere will soon be 50,000 carriers draw- 
ing @ round $30,000,000 from the na- 
tional treasury. President Cunning- 
ham meets this fiscal bugabco by 
showing that 50,000 carriers would be 
faithfully serving every day 25,000,000 
farmers and rural dwellers, and de- 
mands to know if the direct benefit 
would not be greater than the neces- 
Sary expense. Not only that, but 
there can be no doubt that the in- 
creased use of the mails resulting 
from such a genera: service would 
vastly increase the posta] revenue, in 
time wiping out any temporary de- 
ficit from this source, or greatly min- 
imizing it, at least. < 

The Constitution, which has always 
done its part toward encouraging the 
rural free delivery system, believes 
the carriers are entirely right in their 
request for more generous treatment 
by Uncle Sam, and we ghall be glad 
to record favorable jon by con- 
gress. ; 

Senator Hanna’s Death. 

The death of Senator Hanna is a 
distinct loss to the American people, 
for, notwithstanding his aggressive 
partisanship, we had come to recog- 
nize in him distinguished qualities of 
patriotism, good citizenship and 
statesmanship. The senior senator 
from Ohio was no ordinary man. 

Perhaps no man in American public 
life ever more completely reversed 
early popular estimates of his charac- 
ter and purposes than did Senator 
Hanna. The bitterness of the stump, 
the editorial pen and the cartoon 
were not only lived down by the ex- 
hibition of the man’s intrinsic quali- 
ties, but he actually taught those who 
had hated, to respect him, and those 
who had distrusted to believe in him. 
It is no idle tribute to the dead man’s 
memory to say that he was much 
admired in a national sense in the 
later years. 

Georgian’s have a peculiar sympathy 
for Senator Hanna, dead, for he was 
no stranger among us, for many years 
having had his winter home at Thom- 
asville. It was one of the keenest 
joys of his life to enjoy a house party 
in south Georgia. Personally Senator 
Hanna was a most sociable and friend- 
ly man. 

The Constitution expresses a com- 
mon local sentiment in lamenting the 
untimely taking off of this valuable 
American citizen.

The Farmer of the Future. 

Practical farmers are sometimes in- 
clined to resent the advice that they 
frequently see in the newspapers 
with respect to their methods of do- 
ing business; and, at, first blush and 
superficially, it does seem a little pe- 
culiar that the editorial brethren 
should continue to pour fourth advice 
that is rarely taken, and insist on 
writing agricultural essays that are 
often ridiculed in a quiet way by those 
to whom they are addressed. 

It is a common saying that an 
editor can make ten crops with his 
pen where he couldn’t make one with 
his hand, and it is regarded as pre- 
Sumptious for a man who can't lay 
off a piece of land for a crop, nor 
even run a straight furrow with a 
plow, to be telling the farmers what 
they should do and how they should 
economize, But the truth of the mat- 
ter is that there are very few farm- 
ers who appreciate the real import- 
ance and dignity of their calling, or 
who try to do much more than make 
a living out of the ground. Indeed, 
we have heard of some who failed to 
make a good living, and who were 
always in debt as the result of what 
they called hard times and bad crops. 

On the other hand, we have heard 
of some who persist in making good 
crops during the worst seasons, and 
who have full barns and overflowing 
smoke houses at a time when their 
less fortunate heighbors are purchas- 
ing their supplies in the stores. We 
believe that even an editor could 
manage a farm well enough to make 
pretty good crops when the seasons 
are all propitious, when the rains 
come in the nick of time, and are suc- 
ceeded by just the right amount of 
open weather. We mention this pos- 
sibility in order to suggest that it is 
not necessary to be a good farmer to 
make fair crops in seasons that are 
precisely suited to growing things. 

If the real truth were known, there 
and important 
behind all the advice—some of it fu- 
tile. and some of it foolish—that the 
editors are in. the habit of dealing 
out with a free hand. They have in 
their minds the ideal farmer, one who 
is thoroughly equipped for the great 
work of coping with the soil, and 
who is a farmer from choice and not 
because he finds it necessary to make 
a living. We should expect such a 
man to have a good education, forti- 
fie@ by continuous study and investi- | 
gation; we should expect, him to be 
thoroughly in love with nature and 
alt things that appertain thereto; we 
should expect him to have a thirst 
for knowledge that can only be ac- 
quired by contact with the soil and 
with the free and open fields; we 
should expect him to have a most vo- 
racious appetite for experiment in all 
those things that concern his busi- 
ness; and, lastly, we should expect 
him to be familiar with the simple 
laws and axioms of chemistry that 
are important in his domain. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect, 
and yet we believe that the time will 
come when a farmer will possess all 
the accomplishments that are neces- 
sary in his work, and that he will be 
a first-class business man besides. 
We are coming upon new times and 
new methods, and the pressure of 
these will produce new men, who will

Expansive Suggestions from Outside. 

Editor Constitution: Will you permit 
an expatriate® southern democrat, who 
has been active in the support of every 
democratic ‘ticket, national, state’ and 
local, from 1881, when he cast his first 
vote, untfl 1900, when he departed for 
the tropics, to say a few words concern- 
ing the platform suggestions for the dem- 
ocratic party. 

Perhaps a view thus from the outside 
might be of some interest. 

It appears to me that it is high time 
for our party to become more aggressive 
than it has been recently, but the people 
demand and common sense demands not 
only the assertion of our time honored 
principles, but a programme of concrete 
policies applicable to present conditions. 

Now the republican party, by its neg- 
lectful and tardy attitude toward Cuba, 
itg tariff legislation in connection with 


| Porto Rico and the Philippines, and above 


all by the significant utterance recently 
made by -its real head, Senator Aldrich, 
shows that it has definitely abandoned 
the idea of reciprocity toiled for by Blaine 
and sanctified by the almost dying utter- 
ance of the beloved McKinley. It Was 
not and could never be consistent with 
the attitude of that party on the tariff 
question. 

The deMocrats should not fail to avail 
themselves of the brilliant opportunity 
almost providentially thrust in their 
hands. From its incipiency it has stood 
for the lowest possible tariff consistent 
with sufficient revenue. The party under 
Cleveland contended for free raw mate- 
rials; Monroe and Jefferson originated 
the American system or Monroe doctrine 
which, reduced to its lowest terms, means 
“America fur the Americans” and Cleve- 
land and McKinley have done most to 
vitalize it. I would therefore suggest the 
following expressions in amendment to 
your platform; 

The democratic party pledges itself, 
if intrusted with power by the people, 

1. To maintain the Monroe doctrine, 80 
far as it relates to foreign, 1. e. European 
aggression, in all its integrity, as pro- 
claimed by Monroe. 

2. To proclaim that this doctrine also 
shall extend to commercial] relations; that 
is, that there should exist among the 
American republics a commercial system 
Pecullar to this continent. 

3. That in furtherance of this doctrine 
we will negotiate reciprocal treatieg be- 
tween the United States and such Amer- 
ican republics as nearly approaching free 
commerce as they will consent to, and 
that these treaties shall alWays be more 
favorable than any treaty to be nego- 
tiated with any European country. 

4. That we pledge ourselves to push to 
the most Speedy conclusion possible the 
construction of the Panama canal. 

5. That we favor and will facilitate 
the completion of a railway rovte con- 
necting the systems already existing in 
Canada, United Statejr and Mexico in 
such manner that there will be continu- 
Ous railways from (Canada to the Ar- 
gentina republic. 

6. That the same shipping laws now 
governing coastwise trade shall be ex. 
tended to al lvessels plying in the trade 
between the United States and any other 
American country. 

7, That we favor and facilitate the es- 
tablishment of a stable rate of commer- 
cial exchange between the United States 
and the silver using countries of the 
American continent along the lines re- 
cently proposed by Mexico and actually 
put in operation by the United States in 
the Philippirfé islands. 

8. That we favor and will facilitate the 
extension of the postal system now in 
actual operation ‘between the United 
States and Canada and Mexico to all the 
countires of the American continent. 

9. In proclahning this policy we dis- 
claim any intention of interferring with 
the governmext, laws or customs of any 
American republic except in the protection 
of the rights and properties of our citi- 
zens, 48 guaranteed by the laws of na- 
tions, and favor tlre establishment of an 
arbitration tribunal, to which all disputes 
as to property shall be referred. 

This, Mr. Editor, would be a new dee- 
laration of American independence and 
the formation of a great United States 
of North and South America, composed 
of free self-governing states, with the 
United States as the managing and pre- 
dominant partner and principal benefi- 
cilary. If you don't believe it would be 
greatly to the advantage of'the American 
continen{, just propose it seriously and 
hear Europe howl and our sister nations 
of the new world applaud.

The death of Mallory caused quite a 
sensation at the time. He was thrown 
from his wheel and was so seriously 
injured that he died the next day.

SHORTER TERMS 
FOR TRUSTEES 


Hospital Board Members « To 
Seve Only Three Years 


Important Session Was Held by 
Council Yesterday, During Which 
Many Measures Were Pre- 
sented and Referred 
to Committees. 


Terms of office of members of the 
boar of trustees of the Grady hospita. 
have been shorténed from nine to three 
years, 

This was done during the session of 
council yesterday afternoon by the adop-

The announcement that their terms of 
office have been shortened by ex years 
will doubtless be received with considera- 
bit congternation and concern by the 
members of that board. 

It ig alao noteworthy that the ordinance 
was put upon its second reading, and was 
adopted during the session of yesterday 
afternoon, because of the fact that there 
is to be an election for three members of 
the board during the next session of 
council, and it was the desire of the mem- 
bers of the body to have the ordinance 
affect the three trustees who must be re- 
elected during the next session. 

The three trustees whose terms of of- 
fice will expire are R. A. Hemphill, 
George S. Lowndes and ‘Hugh M. Dor- 
sey. 

Mayor Pro Tem Longingdid not remain 
until the close of the session yesterday 
afternoon, his place being filled by Alder- 
man Woodward. He left the ordinance 
with Councilman Tefrell and upon the 
statements of the member from the first 
ward, the measure was put upon its 
second reading and then unanimously 
adopted. | 

The ordinance which shortens the terms 
of the members of the board of trustees 
is as follows: 

‘Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of At-

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BROKERS CLOSE 
TICKET SHOPS 


Railway Ticket Protective 
Bureau Wins Victery in 
Atlanta. 


Severance & Weinfleld and Iseman & 
Moore, two tiéket brokerage firms whieh 
have for many years done business in At- 
lanta, closed their offices yesterday and 
retired permanently 
brokerage business, and there are now 
no ticket brokers in Atlanta. 

The closing of these offices is the re- 
sult of skilful work done by the Rallway 
Ticket Protective Bureau, which was or- 
ganized by the railroads at the sugges- 
tion of William A. Pinkerton, 
the celebrated Pinkerton Detective 
Ageney, on the same general lines as the 
Jewelers’ Security Alliance and the 
American Bankers’ Protective Bureau. 

The depredations of the ticket brokers 
upon the revenues of the railroads in the 
Tnited States and the extent to which 
the influence of certain scalpers had per- 
meated the offices of the railroads, 80 
that clerks and otners having access to 
thekets could find a ready market for 
stolen tickets, had grown to such an ex- 
fent that it became absolutely necessarv 
for the ralflroads, for the protection of 
their own revenue and the morals of their 
emplovees, to take active measures. 

Tt was while the railroads were lnoking 
about for wavs and means that Mr. Pin- 
kerton suegested the organization of the 
railway ticket protective burean. The 
results of the work.of this hureau have 
been eminently satisfactory and here in 
Atlanta the work of the bureau has re- 
sulted in closing un both of the offices 
which the ratiroo4s claim have heen 
troubling them. The hureau had accumn- 
lated a very considerable amount of other 
evidence which It was about to submit to 
the courta when on the [4th dav of Jan- 
uary J. P. RBRilluns, general nassenger 
agent of the Aftianta and Weat Point rafl- 
road, reported to Josenh Richardson, the 
Atlanta representative of the bureau. that 
he had just discovered that fortv mileage 
tickets. representing 40.000 miles of trans- 
portation. had been stolen from his ticket 
department. Mr. Richardson immedi?tely 
telegraphed the headquarters of the bu- 
reau in Chicago, and on the l6th one of 
Pinkerton’s expert operatives arrived in 
Atlanta. This operative and his assistants 
traced some of these tickets into and 
other tickets out of Severance & Wein- 
feld's office, On January 26. by virtue 
of search warrants the officers made 
thorough search of both of the ticket 
brokers’ offices with the result that that 
night Sam M. McClurkan, a clerk in the 
auditor’s office of the West Point route, 
Was arrested on the charge of larceny and 
in default of bond was committed to the 
city jail, where he staid until Saturday, 
January 30, when his bond was made. He 
implicated a negro, Will Edwards, who 
was found by the Pinkerton people in St. 
Louis and brought to Atlanta. At his 
preliminary trial before Justice of the 
Peace Ormond he pleaded guilty, as Mc- 
Clurkan had previously done, and it is 
now understood that Weinfeld and 
Stephens will plead guilty when their 
cases are called in the superior court. 

Thus far the protective bureau has 
confined its prosecution to the brokers 
themselves. but it is understood that their 
campaign will in future include the pas- 
sengers who travel on scalpers’ tickets, 
as it is impossible, it is claimed, for 
them to use tickets obtained from the 
scalpers’ offices unless they commit the 
crime known to the law as false imperso- 
nation, which is a felony and is a peni- 
tentiary offense.

M. K. Terry Offers Several 
Suggestions to Mana- 
ger Powell. 


Atianta fans are awakening as the

And the Atlanta fans are knocking at 
the doors of Abner Powell, manager of 
the Atlanta team, and asking him what 
he has to show for his work of the past 
winter and what players will begin the 
season at Piedmont park. 

From one of them, M. K. Terry, at one 
time a baseball player, The Constitution 
has received the following cOmmunica- 
tion: 

“For the past month there has been a 
controversy among the fans: of Atlanta 
as to what Mr. Powell should Or could 
do to win the pennant for 1904. <As l 
have been closely identified with baseball 
for the last twenty-five years, formerly 
being a player myself, 1 would like to 
have a sayso in this controversy. 

‘In the first place, I have known M?>. 
Powell ever since he began playing ball 
and if anybody will show me that he 
was ever after anything but money 
I will take a back seat. Fortunately 
for him he has developed some very fine 
players, but in every case has sold them. 
The team that he had last year in At- 
lanta was very little if any superior to 
Mr. Peter’s 1902 team and the team 
he has signed thjs year, so far as is a 
certainty, is not as good as last year’s 
team. ‘ 

“Last year Mr. Powell cleared from 
$12,000 to $15,000; this year he would 
like to clear about $20,000, and with the 
jockeying that goes on in the Southern 
League he may be allowed to lay around 
second or third place till about the end 
of the season, when this bum outfit will 
take its rightful position, which ig about 
sixth, 

“He has no field general so far signed 
that ig capable of taking charge of the 
team on the field. If Mr. Powell should 
sign Clarke he would get a first-class 
catcher, and the same with Matthews, 
who is by far the only Scrapper on his 
list. Now as to pitchers, Fred Ely is 
his best and he only ranks about a .500 
per cent man, and Johnson cannot be de- 
penced on.

Then the money spent on 
the games would largely be left at home 
and not taken to New Orleans and spent 
there on his little yacht. He has big Ed 
Hurlbert on his reserve list, and from 
what I have seen of the blonde giant I 
would imagine he would make a first- 
Class first baseman., Then let him get 
some good pitchers. Atlanta doesn’t 
Want broilers; we want true and tried 
men in the box. We want an experi- 
enced, hard hitting and good fielding 
shortstop, one who is capable of taking 
charge of the team on the field, and two 
heavy hitting outflelders. The stack of 
weaklings and uncertain hitters which 
represented Atlanta in 1903 was heart- 
rending to behold.

How much should a good baseball play- 
er receive for his services for a year 
and what is the proper pay roll for @ 
club to carry through the year? 

This question is being more seriously 
discussed by northern papers than its 
importance justifies. The discussion Is 
timely on account of the fact that the 
Outlaw league has been admitted to the 
fold of the faithful and peace reigns in 
basball circles ,thus permitting base- 
ball managers to fix salaries. But the 
discussion is prolonged, not on account of 
its importance, but because of the dull- 
ness of the times from a sporting stand- 
point. 

At present the pay roll of many a big 
league club for the season runs up as 
high as $60,000, or an average of about 
$4.000 a man. Baseball magnates de- 
sire to reduce this sum by about $20,- 
000, and consequently all the players, 
or most of them, have been 
accept reductions in their salaries.

Organized baseball includes and con- 
trols twenty-One leagues in this country, 
averaging eight clubs to the league, and 
sixteen players to the team, or, in all, 
about 168 clubs, and 2,500 players. 

The business feature of baseball will 
more fully appreciated when it is 
known that the average salary of these 
players reaches the sum of $1,500 a year, 
or a total of $3,750,000. Outside of the 
California leagues, baseball lasts but six 
months, making @ monthly salary list of 
$600,000. 

The amount of money paid to railroads 
is an enormous expense. For instance, 
in the major leagues the trips made 
by the two New York teams to Boston 
will amount in mileage to about $6,600 
during one season. When the jumps 
from Boston or New York to Chicago 
are considered, it will be seen what a 
plum baseball is to the railroads. In 
Boston last year over $7,000 was paid 
to hotels by visiting teams, or a total 
of over $100,000 a vear for the hotel 
fare of two big league teams.

CLOSED FIRM BUT 
NEARLY STAGNANT 


Business if Stocks the Smallest in 
Nearly Four Years. 


OFFERINGS ~— INSIGNIFICANT 


There Was No Sign of Liquidation 
Nor Did thé Professional Traders 
Venture Fo Take the 
Short Side of the 
Market. 


New York, February 1!5.—The _ stock 
market today marked time and at in- 
tervals came to a halt, but slight as was 
the demand for stocks it was sufficient 
to maintain prices, as the offerings were 
entirely insignificant. There was no sign 
of liquidation, nor did the professional 
traders venture to take the short side 
of the market, in spite of the stagnant 
condition of the trading, a condition that 
usually invites to some aggression by 
professional bears. There was nothing 
in the day’s news that seemed to have 
any infiuence upon the market beyond 
the negative imfiuence of the relief felt 
at the absence of selling pressure. The 
special demand from Baitimore last week 
for funds, which counteracted the cur- 
rency movement to New York, 1s ex- 
| pected to continue this week, some esti- 
mates of the probable shipments to be 
made tnis week running to improvabie 
ligures. ‘Lhe coming tranama cCalhal pay- 
ment and the conthnued temporary vor- 
rowing by railroads, which received a 
greater or less addition every day the 
abstract of the loans of gational panks 
throughout the coungry ag of January 22 
shows some comparisons with the con- 
dition November 17, the period of the 
last call by the controller which help to 
explain ®is confidence. While the total 
of loans for that period has increased 
some $44,000,000, the reports of New 
York clearing house banks between the 
nearest corresponding dates show an in- 
crease of $78,000,000. It thus appears 
that the enormous increase which was 
noted in the New York bank loans dur- 
ing that time, and which has gone still 
further since then, was accompanied by 
an actual shrinkage in the loan account 
of other national banks. The aggregate 
reserves of the country have increased 
about $94,000,000, while the New Yorx 
reserves expanded $57,000,000. The 
small loan expansion shown by the Sat- 
urdav bank statement is also interpreted 
as showing fhat the large corporation 
borrowings, which have made so por- 
tentous an impression. were largely pro- 
vided for in the previous loan expansion. 

Reports were current that an agree- 
ment had been reached between /the 
largest individual holders of New York 
Central stock to pool the stock and with- 
hold it from the market, and the shorts 
in the stock were made uneasy thereby. 
Reports of rate cutting on grain, the 
failure of rfilroad earnings to show im- 
provement and rumors of a coming strike 
in the soft coal fields were equally with- 
out effect. The closing was firm, but 
nearly stagnant. The day’s business was 
the smaWest in nearly four years,
